EXPECTED TO GO 
TO JURY TONIGHT

de Saulles, testified that when she 
visted Mrs. de Saulles in jail just 
after the shooting. Mrs. de Savlles 
cautioned her to be careful what she 
said—‘‘that there might be dicto- 
graphs” about the jail. 

“It’s awfully nice for you to come 
to visit a murderess,’”’ the Countess 
said Mrs. de Saulles told her. 

At 10:50 o’clock, Charles I. Wood 
of counsel for the prosecution began 
reading the  State’s hypothetical 
question. Dr. Isham Harris, super- 
intendent of the Brooklyn State Hos- 
pital, was on the witness stand while 
the lengthy interrogation was read. 

Says She Knew Nature of Act. 

. It required 28 minutes to read 
the question. Dr. Harris answered 
that he believed the defendant 
“knew the nature and quality of the 
act.”’ 

“That she knew it was wrong,” 
and that she “was mentally sound 
when she shot her former husband.”’ 

Dr. Pilgrim was next called to 
answer the District Attorney’s hy- 
pothetical question. His answers 
were identical with those made by 
Dr. Harris. 

Attorney Uterhart drew from Dr. 
Pilgrim an admission that he had no 
observation of the defendant except 
during her appearance in court while 
on trial. He said it was impossible to 
determine from this observation what 
her mental or physical condition may 
have been four months ago. 

Weeks Attacks Defense. 

When attorneys for the defense 


Attorney Weeks immediately began 
an attack on the validity of their 
Claim that Mrs. de Saulles suffered 
a 10-day “blank space,” or lapse of 
memory, which began a few mo- 
ments prior to the time she fired the 
revolyer shots and ending when she 
awoke as a prisoner in the Nassau 
County jail. 

Through  Roentgen-ray  photo- 
graphs Weeks sought to show that 
the depression of a part of one of 
Mrs. de Saulles’ skull bones was 
merely the area commonly known as 
“the baby spot’ and that it did not 
mark a fracture, as maintained by 
the defense. Attorney Uterhart de- 
clared his client suffered a fractured 
skull in an accident when a child, 
which left a bit of bone pressing on 
the frontal lobes of the brain. That 
this brain pressure was a factor in 
bringing about Mrs. de Saulles’ al- 
leged lapse of responsibility on the 
night of the tragedy is one of the 
contentions of the defense. 

Alienists’ Testimony. 

By answering in the negative each 
of the three parts of Uterhart's hypo- 
thetical question, Dr. Smith Ely Jel- 
iffe, an alienist; and Dr. J. Sherman 
Wight, who has attended Mrs. de 
Saulles since her arrest, swore it was 
their belief the defendant “was not 
mentally sound,” “did not know the 
nature and quality of the act,”’ and 
“did: not know that it was wrong.” 

Each of the witnesses said it was 
his opinion that hypothyreosis, a dis- 
ease of the thyroid gland, was a fac- 
tor in preéducing the defendant's pur- 
ported loss of accountability. In ad- 
dition, they testified that in consider- 
ation of other causes affecting her 
mind at the time, the brain pressure 
due to the skull fracture would not 
have been necessary to bring about 
this temporary mental derangement. 

Conduct Was -Consistent. 

District Attorney Weeks sought to 
bring from Dr. Jeliffe an admission 
that Mrs. de Saulles, by conversing 
in an apparently rational manner 
giving her attention to commonplace 
matters immediately following the 
shooting, contraditted her own claim 
that she was irresponsible when she 
fired the shots. Dr. Jeliffe declared 
it was ‘“‘very possible’ for her to be 
in a subconscious state that made 
wuch seemingly paradoxical cenduct 
“entirely consistent” with her tem- 
‘porary insanity.

‘On the Cambrai battle front the 
Germans during the night made no 
effort to renew their principal at- 
tacks. 

“Southwest of Vendhuile local at- 
tacks were successfully repulsed by 
us. The hostile artillery has been 
more active than usual in the Scarpe 
Valley. 

“Three raids attempted by the ene- 
my last night southwest of La Bassee 
were driven off by our fire. We made 
two succesful raids in the neighbor- 
hood of Warneton, inflicting many 
casualties on the enemy and secur- 
ing prisoners on both occasions.” 


British Report Activity in Aeriat 
Fighting. 

LONDON, Dec. 1.—The British 
official communication, dealing with 
aviation, issued last evening, says: 

“With a distinct improvement in 
the weather Thursday a full day’s 
flying was possible. Work with the 
artillery was successfully carried ovt 
by our airplanes, many photographs 
were taken and several thousand 
rounds were fired into the enemy’s 
infantry from low altitudes. 


“During the day 180 bombs were 
dropped ona large ammunition 
dump north of Cambrai on the Rot- 
lers railway station and on hostile 
billets in the battle area. Enemy 
aircraft were very active in attempt- 
ing to interfere with our artillery 
and photographic machines. 

‘In air fighting five hostile ma- 
chines*were downed and two driven 
down out of control: Another hos- 
tile machine was shot down by ma- 
chine gun fire from the ground. 
Three of our machines are missing.”’ 


GERMANS “STORE” ART WORKS 


AMSTERDAM, Dec. 1.—A Berlin 
dispatch to the Rhenische West- 
falische Zeitung of Essen ‘‘deplores 
the destruction by the Italians” of 
Italian works during the recent re- 
treat, and adds:

Embassy in Washington Has No 
Advices on Dismissal. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—In ex- 
plaining lack of official advices here 
of the Bolsheviki Government’s dis- 
missa! of the Russian Ambassador to 
France, the Russian Embassy here 
announced that it has had no formal 
relations with the Bolsheviki since 
their overthrow of the Kerensky re- 
gime. 


Austria Will Enter Peace Parley in 
Spirit of Conciliation, Pre- 
mier Says. 

AMSTERDAM, Dec. 1.—Refer- 
ring to the Austro-Hungarian Gov- 
ernment’s acceptance of the Russian 
invitation to discuss a narmistice, 
Dr. von Seydler, the Premier, in ad- 
dressing the lower house of the 
Aeichsrath, is quoted in a Vienna 
dispatch as saying: 

“The Austro-Hungarian Govern- 
ment, in view of its repeatedly pro- 
claimed position, has decided to con- 
duct negotiations in a spirit of con- 
cillation, as its aim is a speedy 
peace that will make possible trust- 
ful co-operations of the nations in 
the future. 

“With those states which on the 
basis of the present Russian invita- 
conclude peace, the Austro-Hunga- 
rian Government will endeavor to 
attain a peace which will be honor- 
able for both sides and directed by 
the principle that there shall be no 
territorial or economic oppression. 
The Government will acknowledge 
the right of the state negotiating for 
peace to grant their nations full lib- 
erty of decision regarding the future 
of their estate and will refrain from 
interference with their internal af- 
fairs; but for its part, will demand 
that there be no intervention in our 
own national organization.”’ 

The Premier declared that the 
Austrian state has ever opportunity 
to decide its own politicial destinies. 

In expressin gagreement with the 
replies to the Russian peace offers, 
Christian Socialist deputies inquired 
whether Rumania had made a sim- 
ilar offer to the central Powers. 


Russian Legation at Amsterdam In- 
dignant at Bolsheviki. / 

AMSTERDAM, Dec. 1.—A memo- 
randum expressing indignation at the 
publication in Petrograd of treaties 
concluded between Russia and the al- 
lies was presented to the Dutch For- 
eign Minister on Friday by the Rus- 
sian Charge d’Affaires here. The 


‘memorandum says that the action of 


the Bolsheviki Government “amounts 
to a shameful violation by those re- 
sponsible of the obligations entered 
into.” 

It adds: 

“News of the attempt by the Max- 
imalists to conclude a separate armi- 
stice with the enemy has been re- 
ceived at the Russian legation here 
with a feeling of indignation and pro- 
test which the healthy elements of all 
Russia undoubtedly share.”’

The bridge at Termonde had been 
blown up by the Germans on evacu- 
ating the place after having de- 
stroyed the entire town, so there was 
10 thought of returning that way. I 
knew there could be nothing doing 
the direct way through Malines, 
so decided on a long swing 
around the circle by way of 
Ghent. as the only practicable 
wey. We found Belgian troops 
all the way to Ghent, and had 
no trouble beyond giving the 
password, which. I had. We 
drewe uD at a restaurant 
in a downpour and had a hasty 
lunch, getting under way immediate- 
ly afterward. 

About 10 kilometers this side of 
Ghent we came to Melle, a village 
which had been destroyed, and an- 
cther where a number of houses had 
been burned: A nice-looking young 
chap told us that there had been a 
fight there the day before and that 
the Germans had set fire to the 
place as they retreated—just from 
cussedness, so far as he could sec. 
There, and at another place along 


the German troops when they 
marched against the Belgians. I 
don’t like to believe that there is anv 
truth in that story, but it comes 
from every direction and the people 
tell it in a most convincing way. 

We found no Germans until we 
were this side of Assche and then 
our adventures were evidently at an 
end. As we came in we could hear 
heavy cannonading from the direc- 
tion of Vilvorde and Hofstade and 
knew that the fight was still going 
on. They had been hearing it in 
town for a couple of days. 

The family at the legation had 
been somewhat anxious, but had 
learned through the Germans that 
we were all right—evidently from 
somebody who got through the lines. 
I had to sit right down and tell the 
ytory of my life from one end to the 
other. 

Sidestep London Embroglio. 


This morning Baron von 
Lancken came in and asked me to 
testify as to what we had seen at 
Louvain. Of course what we saw 
had no bearing on the original cause 
of the trouble and there is no reason 
for me to push my way into the con- 
troversy. Besides, I can't do it with- 
out orders from Washington. 

We are getting quite accustomed 
to having no communications with 
the ‘outside world. Railroads, of 
course, have ceased to work, except 
for military purposes, and there is 
no way for the general public to get 
about. There has been no posta! 
service since the Germans marched 
in on Aug. 20, and we don't know 
when we shall have any. Af tele- 
phones were cut off within a few 
hours of the arrival of the German 
army. There are no newspapers, and 
all the information we are supposed 
to have about happenings in the 
outside world is fed to us in the

TRACED AT TRIAL 


Prosecution Introduces Teésti- 
mony in Effort to Establish 
Motive in Murder Charge. 


CONCORD, N. C., Dec. 1.—By 
testimony of Chicago bankers the 
prosecution at,the trial of Gaston B. 
Means, for the murder of Mrs. Maude 
A. King, today continued, to trace 
the many and sometimes spectacular 
financial transactions of Means, with 
the intent of showing he was using 


the securities and money of the dead 


woman and her mether, for his own 
benefit and thus established a mo- 
tive to support the ¢harge of mur- 
der. 

As the first witness today the State 
introduced Edward F. Mack, vice 
president of the Central Trust Co. of 
Illinois, who testified that on Dec- 
13, 1916, Gaston B. Means applied to 
him for a loan of $30,000, offering 
$38,000 of securities as collateral. 
The loan was negotiated and a check 
for $30,000, less interest, was given 
to Means. The check was identified 
by the witness. 

The securities put up as collatera! 
for the loan were part of those which 
Means had taken a few days earlier 
from the Merchants Loan and Trust 
Co., when, according to previous evi- 
dence, the trust of $125,000 created 
by Mrs. King in favor of Mrs. Robin- 
son had been revoked. 

Sold Securities to Repay Loan.’ 

At maturity of the note in June, 
1917, Mack testified, Means asked for 
a renewal which was declined. Means 
asked the bank to sell the collateral 
securities and pay the note, which 
the bank did, paying Means the sur- 
plus. 

Mack testified turiher that at the 
time the loan was made by Means 
the latter offered him his. choice 
froma list of securities aggregating 
something like $75,000.

It is distinctly a man’s story. There 
is no love motive about it and no 
woman figures in it except in a 
merely incidental way. Michael is 
an Irish terrier dog, whom Dag 
Daughtry, ship’s steward, stole on 
the beach at Tulagi in the South 
Sea Islands. Dag had a way with 
him and fascinated the dog and 
though Dag took Michael to sell, he 
soon learned to love him better than 
anything else in the world. Michael 
learned tricks rapidly and Dag out 
of pure affection, taught him  so0 
many that, by and by, when time 
found them in San Francisco, Mi- 
chael was an easy breadwinner for 
Dag and his servant. Soon two men 
coveted Michael. One, a physician, 
wanted him merely for the pride of 
possession. The other; a vaudeville 
actor, wanted him for the stage. 
The actor tried to buy him, but there 
was not enough money in the world 
to make Dag part with him. But 
the doctor found a cruel way to sep- 
arate them. He discovered that Dag 
and his servant had leprosy and he 
had them sent to a lazarette while he 
confiscated the dog. That night he 
placed him in an outhouse at his 
home, and the actor, following the 
story in the newspapers, stole Ml- 
chael and shipped away from the 
port. 

The actor sneered at kindness as 
a method of training animals for 
the stage. You can make them do a 
few tricks in an amateurish way by 
iove, but to make them perform like 
professionals, whether they wish «1 
not, you must eniploy fear. So Mi- 
chael passed into a period of three 
years of bullying, abuse and cruelty, 
although he who had never known 
any motive for doing anything but 
love and affection. It is an un- 
pleasant story that unfolds, but Lon- 
don’s foreword has asserted that no 
man nor woman would sit through a 
trained-animal act that hud the 
faintest idea what it all meant to the 
animals mechanically doing their 
parts with perfection. He felt so 
sternly about it himself that he made 
it a practice to leave a theater when- 
ever trained animals were announced 
and he hoped that his story, found- 
ed on his personal observations and 
investigations, would impel his reac- 
ers to do likewise. If all theater 
patrons would follow this custon, 
the trained-animal aci would be 
driven from the stage. So, to make 
his point, the author spares nothing, 
telling all, with the most repelling 
detail. Here is Michael, a marvel- 
ously bright dog, whe could be 
taught to do anything within the 
purview of canine achievement, by 
love, turned under our eyes into 2 
morose, surly, unhappy creature by 
the professional animai trainer's 
methods. In the end. Michael is res- 
cued by two persons who treat him 
with kindness and whom he learns 
to love. And when a crisis comes in 
their lives, he fights for them as 
only a faithful dog can for its mas- 
ter. 

The book throughout is a virile 
piece of writing and the story of a 
mother whale destroying a schooner 
from which a missile had been fired 
that killed her calf is a stupendous 
sea picture. 

Whether the author was justified 
in his sweeping indictment of al! 
trained-animal acts as Aaving their 
principal motive in cruelty is open 
to grave doubt.. All of us have seen 
sgme such acts in which there has 
seemed to be a very strong bond of 
affection between the trainer and 
the animal,‘also acts in which fear 
was the primary instrument of obe- 
dience. As a whole, there is prob- 


probably that a trainer would war 
tonly mistreat and abuse an animal, 
which, because of its performing 
ability, may be worth thous ands of 
dollars to him, So, also, abuse is not 
essentially corollary to fear. It is 
conceivable that a trainer may keep 
his animals afraid of him and yet 
a eter age pete to physical cruelty.

THE TERRIBLE TORPEDO. 


ALBERT.—French naval critic 
|.Gautrau says that recent events tend 
to show that the instantaneous de- 
struction of the most powerful bat- 
tle unit can be effected more eas- 
ily by the gun than by the torpedo. 
As proof of this he points to the 
fact that the British ship “Marl- 
borough” of the “Queen Elizabeth” 
type received a torpedo hit without 
Leing disabled or disarmed, whereas 
some of the largest, and best pro- 
\-ects units were seen to founder 
| with tragic suddenness as the re- 

ult of concentrated salvos by heavy 
guns. This striking proof of the 
uperiority of the gun, he says, is 
| considered in the French navy as 
| being, so far, the most important 
lesson to be derived from the North 
Sea battle. Latest model torpedo 
is a cigar-shaped affair made of 
steel and having a rather blunt nose. 
It is 21 inches in diameter, 17% feet 
long, and weighs over 20)0 pounds. 
The head holds over 200 pounds of 
wet guncotton and a detonating 
charge. It is fired by a pin which 
is driven against a detonator on 
striking the target. On this pin is 
threaded a safety device like a tiny 
rropeller which unscrews and drops 
off after it has traveled a certain 
distance. Next to the head comes 
the air flask in which is stored air, 
| the motive power, compressed to 
| ov et 2200 pounds to the square inch.

| and water compartment containing

Should it go | 
aeeper than wished, the pressure of |: 
the. water, acting on a piston and 
resisting by a spring, turns the hori- 
zontal rudders up. A pendulum; 
however, keeps it from going up at 
too great an angle. The gyroscope 
is mounted on gimbals like a com- | 
pass and is spun at a high speed. 
Should the torpedo deviate from a 
Siraight course, the gyro moves the 
steering engine, and brings it back 
tc. the proper heading. Indeed, the 
&yro may be set in the desired direc- 
tionand the torpedo fired more’ than 
9C degrees from its course, the gyro 
bringing it around and holding it 
in the designed direction. Before a 
torpedo is fired a “spoon” is run 
out and carries the torpedo clear of 
fhe ship's gide. A torpedo is ex- 
pelled from its tube by compressed 
air. The forward end of the tube 
is cut away on the bottom and has 
® groove inside along the top. A 
stud on the torpedo travels in this 
groove and the tail is clear of the 
tube before it drops. A lever is 
tripped by a stud on the tube, ignit- 
ing the heating device, and another 
lever, tripped when striking the wa- 
ter, starts the engines. Range of 
the modern torpedo is about 10,000 
yards and its speed at the beginning 
cf the run is over 40 Knots.

Two weeks ago, when Pennsylva- 
nia met Michigan and defeated the 
Westerners by a.score of 16—0, of 
these 16 points rolled up by the great 
Penn. machine Howard Berry's in- 
dividual toe scored no less than 10. 
He kicked three fleld goals and one 
goal after a touchdown. Incidentally 
his fine punting was responsible for 
keeping the early Michigan rushes 
back beyond the danger line. Perry’s 
two fleld goals from 30 and 35 yards 
in’ the third period demoralized 
Michigan’s defense, which had been 
to that time, and 


Entered Penn in 1914. 


Berry entered Pennsylvania in the 
fall of 1914. At once he became one 
of ‘the star men of the track team. 


The following spring he became fa” 
mous all over America by winning 
the Pentathlon—the allround contest 
—at the Penn relay meet. There were 
many well known athletes’ in the 
competition, including Harry Worth- 
ington of Dartmouth, who had been 
a member of the American team at 
the Olympic games in Stockholm, and 
was .the world's champion broad 
jumper. 

Berry was smaller than any of his 
rivals. He was 19 years old, 6 feet 
8% inches tall, and weighed 165 
pounds. 

But he had quite a reputation as an 
athlete at Muhlenberg Academy, 
where he was the star baseball play- 
er, football player and track athlete. 
He had plenty of experience in com- 
petition, and mingling with giants 
didn’t worry him. The running broad 
jump was the first event, and Worth- 
ington won it easily, Berry being 
placed third. But he won the javelin 
throw with the excellent record of 
158 feet, finished second in the 200- 
meter race and the discus throw, and 
ran away from his rivals in the 1500- 
meter race. With two wins, two sec- 
onds and a third he éasily won the 
contest. 


Three Times U. S. Champion. 


Berry won the Pentathion again the 
ensuing year, and captured it a third 
time in 1917. This last time he cap- 
tured four first places, with third in

The smashing blows delivered in France and 
in Flanders have a significance far beyond the 
tale of square miles recovered, the towns captured, 
the peaceful inhabitants emancipated. They mean 
that the arrogant Berlin military ring has met its 
master. No other nation aside from Germany 
could endure much longer such blows to its mili-' 
tary power and its economic life as Germany has 
already received. How much longer can Germany 
endure them? That long must the war continue.
